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Phase  courses  update  English  classes 


A  breakthrough  by  the  English  De- 
partment! This  year  the  English  Depart- 
ment offered  a  choice  of  courses.  Except 
for  freshmen,  there  were  no  structured 
classes  geared  to  grade  or  ability. 

Three  phases  made  up  the  program. 
The  Phase  I  courses  were  for  those  stu- 
dents who  had  difficulties  with  basic 
language  skills.  The  most  popular  paired 
courses  this  year  were  Greek  and  Roman 
Mythology  and  Vocabulary  Development, 


and  Black  Literature  and  the  Short  Story. 

Twentieth  Century  American  Writers 
and  Modern  Poetry,  and  Victorian  Age 
and  Nineteenth  Century  American  Writers 
were  offered  in  Phase  II  courses.  Phase  II 
was  set  up  for  those  with  an  understand- 
ing of  the  basic  language  skills,  who  want- 
ed to  improve  them. 

The  third  phase  of  the  program  was  for 
those  who  had  an  interest  in  language 
skills  and  who  had  a  more  mature  under- 


standing. Two  of  the  courses  offered  were 
the  Novel  and  Creative  Writing,  and 
English  Grammar  and  Study  Skills  for 
the  College-Bound. 

The  Phase  Elective  Program  excited 
and  interested  teachers  as  well  as  students. 
Starting  this  year,  students  took  a  new 
interest  in  English.  Three  new  ideas  for 
classes  next  fall  are  animal  stories,  science 
fiction,  and  law  and  man.

Tech,  the  highest  ranked  city  high 
school  in  the  National  Forensic  League! 
Mrs.  Alice  Goodrum  coaches  a  team  of 
60  members,  who  sacrifice  their  Satur- 
days to  compete  against  thirty  different 
people  in  three  or  four  rounds  a  day  in 
order  to  represent  Tech  in  the  finals.

Numbers  weren't  the  only  things  that 
counted  this  year  in  Tech's  Math  Depart- 
ment. Quality  was  just  as  important  as 
quantity,  and  with  new  teachers,  im- 
proved course  offerings,  and  the  contin- 
uation of  established  programs,  the  de- 
partment had  a  most  successful  year. 

The  size  of  the  department  grew  with 
the  addition  of  two  new  teachers,  raising 
the  total  number  of  instructors  to  20.  All 
teachers  faced  the  challenge  of  teaching 
more  students  than  ever  before,  as  stu- 
dent enrollment  was  considerably  higher 
than  last  year. 


In  course  offerings,  "Geometry  X" 
was  introduced  to  Tech's  list  of  mathe- 
matic  course  offerings.  In  only  one  way 
different  from  regular  geometry  classes, 
Geometry  X  did  not  stress  the  proving  of 
theories  and  theorems,  allowing  students 
to  concentrate  more  on  pure  geometry. 
Classes  again  offered  this  year  were  basic 
math,  general  math,  algebra,  geometry, 
probability  and  statistics,  and  unified 
math. 

Programs  continued  from  last  year 
included  the  awarding  of  certificates  for 


A's  earned  during  the  six  weeks  and 
during  the  semester.  The  idea  of  using 
books  only  during  class  periods  was  also 
continued  in  freshmen  classes,  and  in 
these  classes  homework  was  done  on 
prepared  sheets. 

Mathematics,  whether  studied  in  basic 
math,  geometry,  or  probability  and  sta- 
tistics, is  becoming  more  and  more  im- 
portant in  today's  world.  The  successful 
programs  in  the  Math  Department  pro- 
vided Tech  students  a  head  start  on  that 
world.

Included  in  the  Physical  Science  Depart- 
ment at  Tech  are  not  only  the  basic 
courses— Earth  Science  and  Basic  Physical 
Science— but  the  three  specialized  courses 
of  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Advanced 
Chemistry.  All  classes  offer  students  the 
opportunity  to  expand  their  concepts  of 
modern-day  technology.

These  training  stations 
are  various  business  offices  where  the  COE 
student  is  taught  office  techniques,  and  is 
employed  part-time  after  school.

Tech's  Electrical  Trades  Department 
has  classes  in  electricity,  radio  and  televi- 
sion, electronics,  air  conditioning,  heating 
and  refrigeration. 

The  purpose  is  to  prepare  students  for 
jobs  in  their  respective  fields.

Aside  from  the  many  Tech  students 
enrolled,  our  Metal  Trades  department 
attracted  pupils  from  many  other  high 
schools.  Why?  Tech  is  the  only  high 
school  in  the  city  that  offered  courses  in 
foundry,  pattern  making  and  sheet  metal. 
To  round  out  the  department,  Tech  also 
offered  machine  shop  and  welding.  The 
five  course  areas  represent  different 
phases  of  the  industry  and  the  shops  were 
supplied  with  up-to-date  equipment. 

What  went  on  in  a  class?  The  pupils 
were  encouraged  to  make  useful  items  of 
their  own  choice  such  as  screwdrivers, 
mail  boxes,  and  candy  dishes.  But  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  decided  to  keep  Tech 
extra  busy;  for  two  consecutive  years  the 
students  have  been  called  upon  to  help 
prepare  Christmas  decorations  for  down- 
town Indianapolis.  They  made  beautiful 
eight-foot  snow  flakes  of  thin  metal 
tubing  to  adorn  the  Monument  area  and 
add  an  extra  touch  of  Christmas  spirit 
to  that  wintry  season.

Building  Trades  played  an  important 
part  in  Tech's  two-year-old  Career  Cen- 
ter. The  classes  included  in  this  depart- 
ment were  Carpentry,  Cabinet  Making, 
Masonry,  Painting  and  Decorating,  and 
Plumbing,  all  of  which  served  as  prelim- 
inary instruction  before  apprenticeship. 
The  classes  were  also  co-educational,  but 
it  appeared  that  only  one  female  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity. 

Among  the  many  activities  of  the  de- 
partment, Mr.  Ray  Browne's  stagecraft 
class  made  eight  15-foot  angels,  formed 
by  bending  and  clipping  aluminum 
tubing.  They  were  placed  downtown 
during  the  Christmas  season;  this  was  the 
first  time  Tech's  Art  Department  has  ever 
built  any  of  the  ornaments  used  on  the 
Circle.

For  years  seniors  have  had  the  fear  of 
leaving  high  school  and  entering  the  world 
of  business  without  the  least  bit  of  train- 
ing or  experience. 

Then  came  the  Career  Center  incor- 
porating two  programs  which  trained  the 
students  for  business  in  the  outside  world. 

The  Commercial  Foods  course  is  a  four 
period,  two  credit  class  which  teaches  the 
student  how  to  work  with  quantity  cook- 


ery. This  trains  him  for  work  in  restau- 
rants, hotels  and  other  businesses  dealing 
with  the  preparation  of  large  quantities  of 
food.
